SCHOOL REPORT. 


FOR THE YEAR ENDING MARCH 1, 1895. 


We have had eight full terms of school in town of ten 
weeks each, as follows: 

Districts Nos 1 and 2 were combined, and the spring term 
of ten weeks, wis taught in the school house on High street, by 
Lula M. Cox. Miss Cox had never taught before, but she proved 
to be a first-class teacher. She was very much interested in her 
school, as were the scholars, and good improvement was made. 
The scholars proved to the parents that the school was a success. 
The fall term was also taught by Miss Cox with better results 
than the spring term. A vacant dwelling on Benton Flats was 
used fora school house, to save the expense of carrying the 
scholars, who fully appreciated the opportunity to attend school, 
making all the improvement that could be expected. In the fu- 
ture there ought to be at least two terms of school in the district 
each year. | We can say of Miss Cox, that witn more experience, 
she will make one of the best of teachers. 

The spring term of school in Dist. No. 5 was taught by Jen- 
nie KF. Veazey. Miss Veazey has taught in town before, and is 
‘a good teacher, doing all she could to teach the scholars. The 
number of scholars was eight The school was a grand one 
throughout. The fall term was also taught by Miss Veasey.

She put forth her usual efforts to have the school one of the best, 
and had the parents of the scholars been as anxious for success 
as the teacher, her efforts would have been crowned. The win- 
ter term was taught by Josie N. Morse. Miss Morse has a clock- 
work arrangement in her school, and maintains the best of order. 
Many of the parents and others would learn by visiting her 
school that order was one of the most essential parts of teaching. 
Both scholars and parents were well satisfied with the school. 
The spring and fall terms of school in Dist. No. 6 were 
taught by Josie N. Morse. This is our largest school, and Miss 
Morse gave the best of satisfaction so far as we have learned. 
The scholars made good improvement and the best of order was 
maintained. Miss Morse is one of our best teachers. The win- 
ter term was taught by Jennie F. Veazey, this being her fifth 
term of school in town. This term has been one of the best, 
and if seems. the parents fully appreciated their having a winter 
school in this district, this being the first winter term for several 
years. 
No. 6 school house is in very good repair; should be partly 
clapboarded and papered and a few other repairs. No. 5 school 
house is ina very bad condition. Should be newly shingled and 
¢lapvoarded, and the plastering and floor should be new. We 
would recommend that the sum of one hundred and fifty dol- 


_ lars should be ralsed for repairs, and that some suitable place be 


furnished at Nos. 1 and 2, old district, for holding schools.
